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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER 
OF  HEALTH  FOR  1961 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Seisdon  Rural  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1961. 

This  Report  is  drawn  up  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health  in  their  Circular  of  December,  1961.  Com¬ 
parative  tables  on  statistics  and  comments  are  given  in  the  related 
Sections  of  the  Report. 

The  Report  deals  with  Public  Health  subjects  in  Sections  as 
follows  : — 

A  Statistics  affecting  the  Rural  District. 

B  General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Rural 
District. 

C  Sanitary  accommodation  of  the  Rural  District.

E  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  food. 

F  Prevalence  of,  and  control  over,  infectious  diseases. 

G  Tuberculosis. 

H  Other  matters. 

and  it  concludes  with  the  Report  of  your  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  on  those  matters  which  fall  within  his  sphere  of  activities. 

The  statistics  of  mortality  rates  and  birth  rates  of  the  Rural 
District  are,  as  usual,  very  good.  Perhaps  the  infantile  mortality 
rate  is  on  the  high  side  but  looking  at  the  5-year  average  of  the 
infantile  mortality  rate,  that  is  good  compared  with  England  and 
Wales.  The  growth  of  population  of  the  Rural  District  continues 
at  the  approximate  rate  of  2,000  persons  per  year  by  reason  of  excess 
of  births  over  deaths,  and  also  by  reason  of  the  large  number  of  new 
houses  which  are  being  built. 

The  statistics  of  the  incidence  of  Infectious  Diseases  in  the 
Rural  District  during  the  year  1961  are  excellent. 


Perhaps  the  main  sources  of  anxiety  to  my  Department  have 
centred  on  combined  public  health  and  social  problems.  Though 
few  in  number  in  their  occurrence,  yet  some  of  them  are  far  from 
easy  to  solve  or  to  assist.  One  of  these  groups  of  people  are  the 
patients  who  may  be  described  as  mild  or  recovering  cases  of  mental 
sickness.  They  are  patients  who  have  made  a  great  deal  of  progress 
in  recovery  from  their  illness  but  are  usually  unfitted  to  deal  with 
the  high  speed  stresses  and  strains  of  industrial  life.  They  are  fit 
to  leave  hospital  no  doubt,  but  not  ht  to  handle  their  own  affairs 
with  full  efficiency  and  to  recover  the  ground  lost  in  view  of  their 
illness.  There  is  in  effect  a  transfer  of  the  work-load  going  on  to 
place  the  care  of  such  patients  more  on  the  shoulders  of  the  Local 
Authority  health  services.  If  it  be  that  there  is  a  relative  shortage 
of  Doctors  trained  in  Psychiatry  and  of  Social  Workers  trained  to 
handle  psychiatric  cases  then  such  patients  as  I  have  mentioned  will 
suffer  in  their  after-care.  Another  group  of  persons  who  cause 
anxiety  are  those  families,  having  a  large  number  of  children,  who 
will  not  pay  their  rent.  In  fairness  to  the  children  the  Rural 
District  Council  allow  a  very  great  deal  of  latitude,  but  such  arrears 
of  rent  cannot  be  allowed  to  accumulate  without  limit  and  some¬ 
times  eviction  from  the  house  is  a  necessary  consequence. 

Another  group  comprise  the  elderly  persons  who  refuse  the 
excellent  hostel  accommodation  available,  who  have  a  diminishing 
interest  in  their  own  personal  appearance  and  tidiness.  These 
cases  are  often  a  mixture  of  senility  and  psychiatric  ill  health. 

Priority  for  Housing  accommodation  in  relation  to  medical 
factors  is  sometimes  adjudged  upon.  Generally  speaking  medical 
priority  is  given  for  : — 

1.  Condemned  houses  having  demolition  orders,  etc.,  in 
force. 

2.  Cases  of  open  and  active  Tuberculosis. 

3.  Families  having  a  large  number  of  children. 

4.  Certain  cases  of  mental  illness. 

In  considering  these  medical  priorities  one  is  giving  added 
medical  housing  points  with  the  idea  of  preventing  spread  of 
infectious  disease,  or  preventing  the  breakdown  of  family  life.  One 
is  not  generally  speaking  awarding  medical  housing  points  on  grounds 
of  sympathy,  e.g.,  a  person  in  the  last  few  months  of  his  or  her  life 
suffering  from  Carcinoma  or  severe  heart  disease  is  not  going  to 
benefit  by  being  rehoused.  From  listening  to  different  families 
description  of  life  in  flats,  it  is  apparent  that  the  two  things  which 
cause  them  greatest  anxiety  are  : — 

(a)  sound-proofing,  and 

(b)  absence  of  an  electrical  lift. 


One  might  advantageously  compare  between  different 
authorities  the  period  of  waiting  before  newly  married  persons,  say 
of  the  age  of  21  or  22,  have  to  wait  before  they  can  expect  to  obtain 
a  Local  Authority  house  or  flat  of  their  own.  In  the  case  of  my  own 
Authority  the  average  waiting  period  is  about  4  years,  whereas  in 
some  of  the  nearby  larger  authorities  the  waiting  period  may  quite 
well  be  10  years.  It  seems  to  me  that  it  is  a  great  pity  there  is  this 
long  waiting  period  and  presumably  in  the  waiting  period  newly 
married  people  are  living  with  their  in-laws,  sometimes  much  to  the 
aggravation  of  both. 

In  relation  to  some  of  the  Problem  Families  and  difficult  cases 
mentioned  above  I  am  coming  to  believe  that  there  is  a  very  real 
place  for  some  form  of  Intermediate  Housing  Accommodation  for 
these  cases.  By  Intermediate  Accommodation  one  means  houses 
built  of  tough  material  to  stand  up  to  hard  wear  and  usage  with  no 
refinements  of  equipment  at  all  and  with  only  basic  facilities.  It 
may  be  that  2  or  3%  of  all  local  authority  accommodation  should  be 
of  this  nature  in  the  future.  It  would  be  more  economical  to  house 
evicted  families  in  such  accommodation  than  to  pa}/  £300  a  year 
(approximately)  for  the  care  of  each  child  in  County  Council 
accommodation.  If  the  children  of  such  families  were  provided  in 
addition  with  free  school  meals  that  would  be  a  substantial  and  real 
benefit  to  them. 

The  death  rates  from  Tuberculosis  have  been  dropping  drama¬ 
tically  in  recent  years  but  the  decline  in  the  number  of  newly 
detected  cases  has  been  less  marked.  Tuberculosis  remains  a 
disabling  long  lasting  disease  and  although  it  is  so  efficiently 
improved  in  about  four  months  by  modern  medical  care,  it  still 
remains  a  serious  illness  in  young  people  where  it  occurs.  With  the 
wider  acceptance  of  B.C.G.  Vaccine,  which  is  readily  available  in  the 
Senior  Schools  of  our  district,  one  hopes  that  the  incidence  of  new 
cases  will  drop  markedly  over  the  next  five  years. 

In  the  early  months  of  1962  we,  in  the  Rural  District,  have  had 
contacts  of  Smallpox  cases  which  occurred  elsewhere  in  the  Midlands. 
No  cases  of  Smallpox  occurred  in  the  Rural  District.  Also  a  boy 
returning  from  a  holiday  in  Europe  travelled  by  air  within  the  space 
of  one  day,  from  an  area  of  moderate  incidence  of  Smallpox,  back  to 
his  home  at  Wombourn.  In  the  presence  of  such  occurrence  and  in 


view  of  the  rapidity  of  modern  air  travel  the  presence  of  a  fairly 
recent  and  effective  vaccination  scar  on  home  contacts  of  such 
travellers  must  surely  give  confidence.  The  ring  of  already 
vaccinated  persons  around  any  possible  case  arriving  by  air  will 
limit  the  spread  of  any  Smallpox  from  that  case  and  is  a  real 
argument  in  favour  of  continuation  of  vaccination  generally.  In 
view  of  recent  publications  of  the  dangers  of  vaccination  in  infants, 
it  is  worthwhile  recalling  that  in  1877,  4,278  persons  died  in  Great 
Britain  from  Smallpox.  In  1902,  2,464  deaths  occurred  in  Great 
Britain  as  a  result  of  Smallpox.  As  1877  is  less  than  100  years  ago  it 
is  well  to  remember  that  this  is  a  relatively  short  time  in  the  history 
of  rise  and  fall  of  Infectious  Diseases  such  as  Smallpox.  I  take  all 
these  statistics  as  a  warning  to  emphasise  the  need  for  continued 
offer  of  vaccination  against  Smallpox  to  the  community  generally. 

Sewerage  schemes  are,  in  my  opinion,  urgently  needed  in  the 
parishes  of  Swindon  and  Enville.  Schemes  for  these  villages  are 
in  various  stages  of  planning,  acquisition  of  land,  or  of  submission 
to  the  Ministry.

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  DISTRICT 

This  Sections  is  essentially  the  same  as  was  xeported  on  in 
detail,  in  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health’s  Report  for  1957. 


In  addition  : — 

1 .  Clinics 

These  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Staffordshire  County 
Council,  and  of  the  Brierley  Hill  Area  Health  Committee. 

A  newly  built  County  Council  Clinic  came  into  use  at 
Codsall  in  1961. 

2.  Central  Council  for  Health  Education 

The  Rural  District  Council  are  subscribers  to  the  C.C.H.E. 
and  use  is  made  of  C.C.H.E.  publications,  etc.,  for  the  purposes 
of  Health  Education  within  the  Rural  District. 

3.  Health  Education 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  given  lectures  and 
organised  films  on  appropriate  subjects  at  Schools,  etc. 

4.  Contributions 

The  Rural  District  Council  make  a  financial  contribution  to 
the  Womens’  Voluntary  Service  of  Codsall  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  support  to  the  “Meals  on  Wheels”  Service  to  old 
persons.  The  Rural  District  Council  also  contribute  to  Old 
Persons  Committees  at  Wombourn  and  at  Kinver.  The 
Rural  District  Council  contributes  to  the  Marriage  Guidance 
Council  of  Wolverhampton  and  to  the  Chest  and  Tung  Associa¬ 
tion  of  London.' 

5.  Chiropody 

The  Staffordshire  County  Council  organise  a  County  Council 
Chiropody  Service  at  Wombourn  Clinic  and  at  Codsall  Clinic, 
for  Old  Persons,  Expectant  Mothers  and  Handicapped  Persons.

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  F.  Bagley,  A.M.I.C.E.,  M.I.Mun.E.,  the 

Council’s  Surveyor,  for  the  following  report  on  Sewage  Disposal 
Schemes,  Housing  and  Water  Supplies.  Mr.  Bagley  has  also  written 
on  Rainfall.  The  report  is  dated  23rd  May,  1962. 

RAINFALL 

The  average  rainfall  over  the  Seisdon  area  during  1961  was 
22.13  inches  as  compared  with  35.80  inches  in  the  abnormal  year  of 
1960.  The  average  rainfall  for  the  standard  25  years  period  1891- 
1915  is  27.14  inches. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  extensions  to  the  Wombourn  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at 
Heath  Mill  completed  at  a  cost  of  £125,000  were  officially  opened  by 
the  Chairman  of  the  Council,  Miss  E.  E.  Laurie,  J.P.,  and  the 
Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  Mr.  Weaver  on  the  2nd 
April,  1962.  This  work,  together  with  an  entirely  new  sewage 
disposal  works  constructed  by  the  Tettenhall  U.D.C.  at  Trescott  has 
resulted  in  a  considerable  improvement  to  the  condition  of  the  Worn 
Brook  and  the  Smestow  Brook.  The  Worn  Brook  will  be  still  further 
improved  on  the  completion  of  the  extensions  to  the  Sedgley 
U.D.C.’s  Gospel  End  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Penn  Common  and 
it  is  understood  that  this  scheme  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Consulting 
Civil  Engineers.  Some  anxiety  has  been  caused  by  the  discharge  of 
trade  effluent  from  the  London  Alumium  Company's  works  at 
Heath  Mill  but  this  is  now  the  subject  of  a  Trade  Effluent  Agreement 
under  the  Public  Health  (Drainage  of  Trade  Premises)  Act,  1937, 
which  controls  both  the  quantity  and  the  quality  of  the  effluent  to 
be  discharged  and,  therefore,  gives  the  Council  much  better 
supervision. 

During  the  year  a  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  was 
completed  for  the  drainage  of  49  properties  at  Kingswood  at  a  cost 
of  £9,200  and  thus  removes  a  complaint  of  long  standing  in  this  area 
due  to  overflowing  cesspools.  The  extensions  to  Himley  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  were  also  completed  at  a  cost  of  £3,220. 

The  approval  of  the  Ministry  has  also  been  received  to  the 
acceptance  of  a  tender  from  M.A.  Boswell  &  Co.  Ltd.  for  the  sum  of 
£67,514  for  the  laying  of  sewers  and  the  construction  of  a  pumping 
station  to  deal  with  the  villages  of  Trysull  and  Seisdon  and  instruc¬ 
tions  have  been  given  to  the  Contractors  to  proceed.  ITiis  scheme 
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includes  for  the  pumping  of  the  whole  of  the  sewage  from  the 
Seisdon  and  Trysull  area  into  the  Wombourn  Sewerage  system  and 
the  treatment  for  this  sewage  will,  therefore,  be  dealt  with  at 
Wombourn  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

Further  schemes  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  which  have 
been  submitted  for  the  consideration  of  the  Ministry  are  for  the 
village  of  Enville  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £17,000  and  Swindon  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  £33,000. 


WATER 

No  major  schemes  for  the  laying  of  watermains  were  under¬ 
taken  during  1961  as  with  the  completion  of  the  Four  Ashes,  Six 
Ashes  and  Beacon  Lane  water  schemes,  practically  all  the  outlying 
farms  and  cottages  on  the  western  boundary  of  the  District  have 
now  been  provided  with  a  piped  supply.  Water  mains  were, 
however,  laid  for  new  housing  schemes  being  undertaken  by  the 
Leasowes  Building  Company  off  Foster  Street,  Kinver,  and  also  to 
two  small  estates  off  White  Hill,  Kinver. 


HOUSING 

During  1961,  190  Council  houses  were  completed  making  a  total 
of  2,677  houses  completed  since  1945  and  the  erection  of  the  final 
44-2  dwellings  required  to  complete  the  Council’s  commitments  under 
the  Wolverhampton  overspill  agreement  is  well  in  hand.  In 
addition  339  private  houses  were  built  during  the  year.

The  Public  Health  Department  has  itself  maintained  an 
intensive  series  of  bacteriological  tests  on  the  water  supplies  of  the 
District.  In  addition,  the  Water  Undertakings  have  taken  their 
own  tests. 


The  water  supply  of  the  district  has  been  mainly  provided  by 
the  following  three  water  undertakings  (reading  from  north  to  south 
of  the  Rural  District)  : — 

(a)  Wolverhampton  Corporation  Water  Undertaking,  which 
supplies  the  Parishes  of  Codsall,  Wrottesley,  Wrottesley 
(Detached),  Pattingham,  Lower  Penn,  Wombourn,  Trysull, 
Seisdon,  Himley  and  Swindon. 

(b)  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company,  which  supplies 
Ivinver,  Enville  and  Bobbington. 

(c)  City  of  Birmingham  Water  Department,  which  supplies 
the  Iverley  portion  of  Kinver  and  part  of  Bobbington. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  respective  Water  Engineers  of  the  above 
mentioned  Water  Authorities  for  the  following  reports  : — 

(a)  Wolverhampton  Corporation  Water  Undertaking 

(1)  The  water  supplied  to  the  Parishes  concerned  in  your 
Rural  District  has  been  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and 
quantity.

Of  these  1,012  samples  taken  by  the  Wolverhampton 
Corporation  Water  Undertaking  in  the  year,  96.8%  were 
“highly  satisfactory.”  Subsequent  to  treatment  at  the 
works,  where  necessary,  there  has  been  no  known 
contamination  of  the  supply.  Including  also  water 
which  was  tested  before  and  during  treatment  a  total 
of  1,962  water  samples  were  sent  for  bacteriological 
examination  by  the  W.C.W.U. 

(3)  The  water  supplied  is  not  liable  to  have  plumbo- 
solvent  action. 

(4)  The  water  was  treated  by  the  W.C.W.U.  at  its  water 
works. 

(5)  Total  population  supplied  by  the  W.C.W.U.  on  31st 
December,  1961,  was  342,300. 

(b)  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company 

(1)  The  supply  to  those  parts  oi  the  Rural  District  which 
are  served  by  the  South  Staffs.  Waterworks  Co.  has  been 
satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  It  comes  from 
Ashwood  and  Kinver  Pumping  Stations.

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Chlorination  is  practised  as  a  precautionary  measure  at 
both  of  the  supplying  stations.  Chemical  examinations 
were  done  on 

23  samples  from  Ashwood  Pumping  Station, 
and  on  52  samples  from  Kinver  Pumping  Station. 

(3)  Water  from  the  Supplying  stations  does  not  have  a 
plumbo-soivent  action. 

(4)  In  the  case  of  possible  contamination  in  the  event  of 
burst  mains,  cleaning  out  reservoirs,  etc.,  emergency 
chlorination  is  performed.  New  mains  are  not  brought 
into  use  until  a  sample  of  water  from  them  is  found  to  be 
satisfactory  on  testing. 

(5)  Tests  taken  by  the  Roral  District  Council  on  12th  April 
1961  and  on  9th  October,  1981,  showed  no  lead  content 
in  the  drinking  water.  A  test  taken  on  1 1th  April,  1962, 
showed  lead  present  0.01  p.p.m. 

(c)  City  of  Birmingham  Water  Department 

This  water  supplies  about  50  houses  in  Iverley. 

(1)  The  water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in 
quantity  and  quality. 

(2)  Bacteriological  examinations  have  been  made  by 
Birmingham  of  the  water  at  Elan  Aqueduct  at  Ludlow. 
Twenty-four  out  of  twenty-five  samples  were  “highly 
satisfactory”  at  Ludlow.  The  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Seisdon  Rural  District  have  taken  samples  of 
this  water  periodically  at  Iverley.  Seisdon  Riral 
District  Council  operate  continuously  a  small  chlorina¬ 
ting  plant  just  inside  their  boundary  for  the  water 
supplied  to  these  fifty  houses  at  Iverley.  At  the  time  of 
writing,  the  addition  by  the  Rural  District  Council  of 
chlorine  to  the  strength  of  between  0.25  and  0.5  parts 
per  million  is  producing  a  water  which  is  “highly 
satisfactory”  as  shown  by  four  tests  out  of  four  (taken 
at  Iverley). 

(3)  The  raw  Elan  water  has  a  slight  plumbo-soivent  action 
which  is  neutralised  with  hydrated  lime  before  entering 
the  Aqueduct. 


(d)  Bilston  Corporation  Water  Undertaking 

Control  of  the  former  Bilston  Corporation  Water  Under¬ 
taking  passed  to  Wolverhampton  Corporation  Water 
Undertaking  on  1st  April,  1959. 

(e)  Further  to  the  above  mentioned  undertakings  there  are  the 
private  estates  of  Patshull  Hail.  The  position  here  is  as  stated 
in  the  Annual  Report  of  1955.  A  central  reservoir  tank  on 
bacteriological  testing  occasionally  shows  pollution.  A  sepa¬ 
rate  chlorinated  supply  to  the  Hall  and  Hospital  section  exists. 
The  financial  aspect  of  grants  and  contributions  is  being 
investigated.  This  water  also  supplies  the  Burnhill  Village 
School.  At  Patshull  Hall  there  is  a  Hospital  Orthopaedic 
Unit.  Ninety  bacteriological  and  one  chemical  samples  were 
taken  during  the  year. 

(f)  Burnhill  Green  Village  Borehole 

This  is  maintained  by  Seisdon  Rural  District  Council.  It 
supplies  the  western  half  of  Burnhill  Green  Village.  Fifteen 
out  of  seventeen  samples  of  water  taken  for  bacteriological 
testing  in  1961  were  “highly  satisfactory.”  Chlorination  is  by 
a  Wallace  and  Tiernan  apparatus  which  is  replenished  every 
one  or  two  weeks.  A  new  reserve  pump  was  approved  by  the 
Rural  District  Council  for  this  site  in  March,  1959. 

(g)  Enville  and  Bobbington 

An  area  of  approximately  four  square  miles  in  the  western 
portion  of  Enville  and  Bobbington  Parishes  has  received  a  new 
mains  supply.  The  original  source  of  this  water  is  from  the 
Birmingham  Water  Undertaking.  A  bulk  supply  of  this  water 
is  derived  from  and  via  Bridgnorth  Rural  District.  Of  the 
47  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  testing  in  1961,  46  gave 
“highly  satisfactory”  results,  and  1  test  gave  an  “unsatisfactory 
result.” 

(h)  Swimming  Pools 

A  large  swimming  pool  at  a  hotel  in  Kinver  Parish  is  tested 
chemically  and  bacteriologically  through  the  season  by  our 
Department.  It  gave  excellent  results  and  conformed  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  standards.  It  was  tested  for  P.H.  value, 
residual  chlorine  content,  and  bacteriological  test  each  week. 
Of  16  bacteriological  tests  in  1961,  16  were  “highly  satis¬ 
factory.”  The  source  of  the  water  is  the  South  Staffs  Water 
Companies’  main  supply  originating  from  its  pumping  station 
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at  Kinver.  The  method  of  treatment  is  continuous'  8-12 
hour  chlorination,  filtration,  alum  and  soda  treatment  each 
day.  Water  at  the  surface  overflow  points  goes  to  waste 
and  is  not  returned  to  the  swimming  bath.  Water  is  replaced 
daily  from  the  mains  supply.  The  bulk  of  the  water  is  changed 
each  April.  The  bacteriological  results  are  excellent.  The 
water  will  circulate  through  the  plant  every  four  hours  by 
reason  of  new  engineering  apparatus,  installed  in  April,  1961. 

A  swimming  pool  has  been  built  as  pait  of  the  prem¬ 
ises  of  the  Wombourn  Comprehensive  School  (Staffs.  C.C.). 
One  sample  taken  by  the  Rural  District  Council  was  highly 
satisfactory.  ”  Chlorination  is  here  carried  out  by  adding  a 
chlorine  compound  and  solution  each  day.  This  pool  is  also 
tested  by  the  Staffordshire  County  Council. 

(i)  Enville  Estate 

Of  this  private  water  supply,  forty  out  of  fifty-two  tests 
came  in  Class  1  and  six  gave  results  in  Class  4. 

(j)  Chemical  Analyses 

Charges  for  chemical  analyses  are  made  directly  to  the 
Rural  District  Council. 

(k)  Stourton  and  New  Wood  Wafer  Supply 

In  view  of  difficulties  in  the  past  two  years  with  this  supply, 
descaling  of  the  water  supply  pipes  of  Kinver,  Stourton  and 
New  Wood  was  commenced  in  October,  1960.  In  previous 
years  in  mid  summer  the  pressure  of  water  had  failed  entirely 
and  deep  brown  discolouration  of  water  had  occurred.  During 
descaling,  increased  chlorination  of  water  was  carried  out  and 
also  boiling  of  drinking  water  was  advised.  Excessive  sand 
and  iron  content  has  been  noted  in  the  water  at  Stourton  in 
1961. 

The  bacteriological  tests  on  the  water  were  in  Class  1  after 
March,  1961,  and  the  advice  to  boil  the  drinking  water  was 
relaxed  from  that  date.

HOUSING 

The  general  policy  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  in  regard 
to  its  Slum  Clearance  Programme  has  two  parts  — 

I.  The  representation  and  passing  of  Demolition  Orders  or 
Closing  Orders  in  respect  of  houses  and  country  cottages 
where  one  or  two  only  are  involved. 

II.  The  representation  of  Clearance  Areas  where  groups  of 
four  or  more  houses  are  involved.  In  1961  four  Clearance 
Areas  have  been  put  forward  : — 

No.  4 — Feb.,  1961 — Wergs  Hall  Lane,  Oaken 
No.  5 — June,  1961 — Enville  Road,  Kinver 
No.  6 — June,  1961— Rudge  Road,  Pattingham 
No.  7 — Oct.,  1961 — Rookery  Road,  Wombourn.

Unfit  Houses 


Wrottesley  Park  huts  were  finally  cleared  of  occupants  during 
the  first  three  months  of  1962.  Some  of  the  occupants  had  been 
offered  three  different  Local  Authority  houses,  and  had  refused  them. 

National  Assistance  Act 

During  December,  1961,  an  elderly  lady  aged  81,  was  removed 
compulsorily  under  the  National  Assistance  Act,  Section  47,  to  an 
Old  Persons  Hostel,  (S.C.C.).  Despite  many,  many  visits  over  the 
preceding  four  months,  she  had  persisted  in  refusing  to  acept  a  place 
in  the  hostel  offered  to  her.  It  is  gratifying  to  record  that  after  she 
had  been  in  the  Hostel  for  a  week  or  two  she  settled  down  to  Hostel 
life  and  was  appreciative  of  the  excellent  care  and  supervision  she 
there  received. 

Arrangements  were  effected  with  the  National  Assistance

Two  out  of  the  five  1957  cases  are  showing  severe  and  extensive 
paralysis  five  years  after  their  illness.  Figures  for  Poliomyelitis 
vaccinations  are  held  at  the  Area  Health  Offices.

TUBERCULOSIS 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  visits  all  cases  where  environ¬ 
mental  home  conditions  are  poor,  and  investigation  and  advice  as 
appropriate  is  given.  Appreciation  is  here  recorded  of  the 
co-operation  and  help  given  by  the  Housing  Committee  of  Seisdon 
Rural  District  Council  in  giving  priority  to  the  housing  recommenda¬ 
tions  of  the  M.O.H.  in  cases  of  Tuberculosis.  This  priority  consists 
in  awarding  a  variable  number  of  housing  points  according  to 
whether  the  case  is  an  open  sputum  positive  case  or  not,  and  takes 
account  also  of  the  number  and  condition  of  the  children. 


Mass  X-Ray  is  available  (without  previous  appointment)  at 
New  Cross  Hospital,  Wolverhampton  every  Monday  morning  and 
at  Priory  Road,  Dudley,  on  certain  Friday  afternoons. 


Eleven  people  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  moved 
into  houses  in  Seisdon  Rural  District  during  the  year.  This  is 
two  less  than  the  number  of  new  cases  originating  in  the  Rural 
District  itself.  Many  of  these  cases  who  transfer  into  the  Rural 
District  are  quiescent,  and  most  of  them  come  from  the  Black 
Country.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
for  the  year  1961 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Seisdon  Rural  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  fifth  Annual  Report  on  the 
work  of  your  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

The  year  under  review  saw  marked  progress  in  so  many  aspects 
of  our  work  that  it  is  difficult  to  choose  those  worthy  of  special 
mention.  However,  I  feel  that  pride  of  place  must  be  given  this 
year  to  the  public  cleansing  services  upon  which  a  most  successful 
work  study  operation  was  carried  out.  By  the  end  of  the  year  some 
90%  of  the  district  was  receiving  a  weekly  refuse  collection,  and  the 
remainder  continued  receiving  the  7 -working  day  collection  which 
had  previously  been  difficult  to  maintain  for  the  whole  of  the  district. 
This  was  done  at  no  extra  cost  by  the  implementation  of  a  new 
incentive  bonus  scheme  based  on  work  study.  Much  credit  is  due 
for  the  success  of  this  operation  to  Mr.  Draycott,  the  Additional 
Inspector  you  appointed  in  May,  for  his  diligent  and  conscientious 
work  in  conjunction  with  your  work  study  Consultants. 

The  implementation  of  your  caravan  policy  under  the  Caravan 
Sites  Act,  that  of  moderate  concentration  to  a  limited  number  of 
sites  with  high  standards  of  public  health  and  amenity,  was  success¬ 
fully  continued  ;  and  the  fact  that  your  Caravans  Committee  met 
on  six  occasions  throughout  the  year  is  indicative  of  the  time  and 
effort  devoted  to  this  one  subject. 

The  first  day  of  April  was  the  appointed  day  for  the  operation 
of  the  new  high  standards  of  hygiene  in  all  slaughterhouses  in  the 
Rural  District,  and  this  means  that  all  three  slaughterhouses  will 
now  bear  comparison  with  the  standards  previously  achieved  for 
other  types  of  food  premises.  One  hundred  per  cent  meat  inspection 
was  again  carried  out  by  your  Inspectors. 

New  legislation  in  1961  included  three  major  Acts,  a  new  Public 
Health  Act,  a  new  Housing  Act  and  a  consolidated  Factories  Act. 
The  1961  Public  Health  Act  at  last  prov  ded  the  means  of  speedy 
action  for  all  authorities  in  respect  of  urgent  nuisances  and  other 
matters,  which  had  previously  been  available  only  for  large  towns 
through  their  Private  Act  powers.  The  1961  Housing  Act  provided 
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the  means  of  controlling  “houses  in  multiple  occupation,’’  a  new 
“infectious  disease’’  which  has  spread  through  many  adjacent  areas, 
and  which  we  have  been  observing  with  no  little  anxiety.  The  1961 
Factories  Act  is  a  nice  tidy  consolidating  Act  which  completely 
repealed  the  three  previous  Acts  of  1937,  1948  and  1959.  It  is 
regrettable,  I  feel,  that  the  Public  Health,  and  particularly  the 
Housing  Acts,  are  not  consolidated  in  like  fashion,  instead  of  there 
being  still  sections  of  some  twenty  odd  previous  Acts  dating  back  to 
1875  and  still  in  force.  It  becomes  increasingly  difficult  for  Public 
Plealth  Inspectors  to  keep  abreast  of  the  full  extent  of  legislation 
which  they  have  to  administer,  and  it  is  vital  that  they  do  so  as  their 
judgements  of  individual  circumstances  are  based  on  the  application 
of  the  law  to  the  facts.  I  can  think  of  no  other  technical  officer 
outside  the  legal  profession  who  has  to  be  conversant  with  such  an 
amount  of  complex  legislation. 

The  continued  growth  of  the  district  has  fully  justified  the 
increase  in  establishment  of  an  additional  Inspector  and  an  addi¬ 
tional  Clerk.  It  is  pleasing  to  record  the  Council’s  awareness  of  this 
growth  in  approving  this  increased  establishment  to  ensure  that  the 
essential  public  health  duties  could  be  carried  on. 

I  am  very  appreciative  of  the  confidence  and  support  of  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  and  of  the 
help  and  co-operation  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  other  Officials.  My  special  thanks  are  due  to 
the  Health  Department  Staff,  both  technical  and  clerical,  for  all  the 
work  achieved  throughout  the  year.

UNFIT  HOUSES 

The  first  5-year  programme  for  the  clearance  of  unfit  houses  was 
completed  in  1960,  and  155  houses  and  163  hutments  were  summarily 
dealt  with  in  that  period.  Good  progress  continued  to  be  made  with 
the  second  5-year  programme,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  79  houses 
out  of  the  195  scheduled  for  action  by  1965  had  been  formally  dealt 
with. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  unfit  dwellings  which  had 
been  condemned  but  were  still  occupied  was  87  (of  which  18  were 
ex-service  huts  used  as  temporary  accommodation). 

It  became  necessary  during  the  vear  to  obtain  possession  of  one 
house,  upon  which  a  Demolition  Order  had  been  operative  for  several 
years,  because  of  the  dangerous  condition  of  its  structure.  This 
action  was  taken  in  the  interests  of  both  the  owner /occupier  of  the 
house  herself,  who  had  unfortunately  refused  all  offers  of  alternat  ve 
accommodation,  and  the  members  of  the  public  to  whom  the 
building  had  become  a  danger.  This  owner  occupier  was  evicted 
and  removed  to  a  newly  constructed  old  persons  bungalow  and  the 
unfit  house  demolished  by  the  Council.  It  is  pleasing  to  record  that 
an  essential  eviction  of  this  nature  was  carried  out  quietly  and 
without  disturbance,  and  the  lady  concerned  is  now  established  in  a 
Council  bungalow.

Whilst  Clearance  Area  procedure  in  respect  of  small  areas 
incurs  considerably  more  administrative  work  than  the  individual 
unfit  house  procedure,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that,  not  only  is  it  the 
correct  method  of  dealing  with  these  small  groups  of  houses,  but  it 
has  the  advantage  of  ensuring  that  the  site  is  properly  developed 
as  a  whole,  instead  of  individual  houses  being  improved  and  the 
houses  adjacent  standing  derelict. 

Housing  Improvements 

Special  attention  has  been  given  during  the  year  to  the 
encouragement  of  owners  of  suitable  houses  to  improve  their 
properties  with  the  aid  of  the  Discretionary  and  Standard  Grants 
which  are  available.  The  rate  with  which  additional  houses  have 
to  be  added  to  the  unfit  housing  programme  is  most  disturbing  ; 
yet  only  to  be  expected  when  the  anticipated  financial  return  from  a 
tenanted  house  is  considered.  I  do  not  anticipate  that  the  permit¬ 
ted  rent  increase  for  improvements,  recently  advanced  from  8  to 
12J%  by  the  Housing  Act,  1961,  will  prove  a  sufficient  inducement 
for  the  owners  of  tenanted  houses. 
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Although  our  efforts  to  encourage  Improvement  Grant  schemes 
have  met  with  some  limited  success,  most  of  them  have  been  in 
respect  of  owner/occupied  houses.  This  is  indicative  of  the  need 
for  a  compulsory  improvement  grant  standard  if  there  is  to  be  any 
hope  at  all  of  reasonable  modern  facilities  in  the  innumerable 
tenanted  houses  which  are  worth  improving.  The  five  Standard 
Grant  amenities  are  a  bath,  a  wash  hand  basin,  a  water  closet,  a 
hot  water  supply  and  a  food  store  ;  and  of  these,  only  the  water 
closet  and  the  food  store  can  be  statutorily  required.  A  cold  water 
tap  and  a  sink  are  still  the  maximum  ablution  facilities  which  can 
be  compulsorily  required  under  the  Housing  Act  in  a  fit  house  in 
1962. 


RENT  ACT,  1957 

Action  under  this  Act  was  again  limited  to  one  application  for  a 
Certificate  of  Disrepair,  which  was  dealt  with  by  the  acceptance  of 
an  Undertaking  from  the  Landlord  to  carry  out  the  work. 

Since  the  Act  came  into  force  in  1957  only  25  applications  for 
Certificates  have  been  made,  and  as  regards  this  district  the  Act  has 
failed  to  achieve  its  purpose,  mainly,  I  believe  because  of  its  far  too 
complicated  procedure.

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MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 


A  total  of  537  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  the  inspection 
of  meat  and  other  foods. 

Slaughterhouses 

Three  private  slaughterhouses  were  in  use  throughout  the  year  ; 
the  largest  being  at  Pattingham  used  for  wholesale  purposes,  and 
the  others  individual  private  butchers’  slaughterhouses  at  Codsall 
and  Wrottesley  respectively.  No  further  progress  has  been  made 
with  the  building  of  the  new  slaughterhouse  which  was  approved 
and  commenced  at  Kinver  in  1959  and  1960. 

The  Council’s  Slaughterhouse  Report  was  submitted  to  and 
approved  by  the  Minister  in  1960,  and  the  1st  April,  1961,  was 
declared  the  Appointed  Day  for  the  district. 

Meat  Inspection 

The  carcases  and  organs  of  all  animals  slaughtered  were 
inspected,  but  this  again  necessitated  visits  by  your  Officers  outside 
normal  working  hours. 

The  table  shows  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  the 
percentage  of  animals  affected  with  disease.  The  quality  of  meat 
produced  continues  to  be  of  a  high  standard,  and  it  is  particularly 
pleasing  to  record  that  for  the  first  year  on  record  no  evidence  oi 
Tuberculosis  was  found  in  any  of  the  965  cattle  inspected,  and  the 
percentage  of  pigs  affected  with  Tuberculosis  was  only  2%.  In 
fact  the  amount  of  meat  and  offal  condemned  was  the  lowest  recorded. 
Only  two  whole  carcases  were  condemned  out  of  the  6  548  animals 
inspected,  both  of  these  on  account  of  Septicaemia.

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 


The  advent  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development 
Act  in  1960  divided  the  system  of  control  of  moveable  dwellings. 
Caravans  were  to  be  controlled  by  site  licences  under  this  new  Act 
and  modern  standards  of  living  could  now  be  required  which  were 
more  in  keeping  with  their  present  day  use.  Wooden  sheds  and  the 
many  other  forms  of  structure  with  which  a  part  of  this  district  is 
unhappily  blessed,  still  remain  within  the  limited  control  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

The  Council’s  policy  with  regard  to  caravans  was  formulated 
by  a  special  Caravans  Committee  whose  members  were  specifically 
drawn  from  both  the  Public  Health  and  Plans  Inspection  Commit¬ 
tees  so  that  the  public  health  and  planning  aspects  could  be  properly 
co-ordinated.  It  was  felt  that  if  good  standards  of  public  health 
and  amenity  were  to  be  achieved,  there  would  inevitably  have  to 
be  a  moderate  concentration  of  individual  caravans  on  to  larger 
sites  where  it  would  be  an  economic  proposition  to  provide  the 
necessary  services,  although  there  would  be  individual  cases  where 
special  circumstances  prevailed  and  which  would  have  to  receive 
special  consideration.  The  Council  resolved  to  pursue  this  policy 
of  moderate  concentration,  and  considerable  time  and  effort  was 
spent  throughout  the  year  in  laying  the  foundations  of  this  policy. 
It  was  also  apparent  that  to  achieve  this  aim  the  Council  would  have 
to  acquire  or  provide  sites  of  their  own. 

The  overall  position  within  the  district  was  that  there  were  some 

X 

265  caravans  upon  some  44  sites  ;  and  some  66  wooden  and  other 
structures  on  9  sites.  It  was  resolved  to  reduce  the  number  of 
existing  caravan  sites  to  9,  and  to  dis-continue  35  sites  ;  and  also  to 
dis-continue  the  sites  of  the  other  structures. 

To  implement  this  policy  accommodation  for  about  100 
caravans  had  to  be  provided.  The  Council  therefore  resolved  to 
negotiate  for  the  purchase  of  an  existing  site,  which  though  poor  in 
standards  was  capable  of  both  improvement  and  expansion,  and 
also  to  acquire  suitable  land  for  one  or  two  new  sites. 

Twelve  Dis-continuance  Orders  were  made  during  the  year  in 
respect  of  the  sites  of  70  caravans,  and  it  was  encouraging  that 
several  of  these  had  been  confirmed  by  the  Minister  by  the  end  of 
the  year.  The  others  were  dealt  with  by  short  term  approvals  and 
run-down  directions  upon  the  site  licences.  It  was  intended  that 
the  proposed  alternative  sites  should  be  available  by  1964,  so 
discontinuance  action  and  run-down  directions  were  timed 
accordingly. 
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Permanent  or  long  term  site  licences  were  given  in  respect  of 
the  caravan  sites  which  it  was  intended  should  be  continued,  and 
the  conditions  imposed  were  based  on  the  Minister’s  Model 
Standards  but  with  a  rather  higher  standard  where  communal 
sanitary  accommodation  was  necessary.  Short  term  site  licences 
were  issued  in  respect  of  the  sites  to  be  discontinued  or  run-down 
and  the  conditions  restricted  to  those  previously  imposed  under  the 
Public  Health  Act  but  with  the  addition  of  fire  fighting  equipment. 

The  Register  of  Site  Licences  issued  under  the  Caravan  Sites 
and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960.  showed  that  by  the  end  of 
the  year  a  total  of  38  site  licences  had  been  issued  in  respect  of  a 
total  of  246  caravans.

PETROLEUM  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACT,  1928 

Eighty  premises  are  licensed  under  this  Act  for  the  storage  of 
petroleum  spirit.  Eighteen  of  these  are  public  filling  stations  and 
sixty-two  are  private  installations. 

Conditions  of  licence  are  based  on  the  Home  Office  Model  Code, 
with  additional  conditions  to  govern  the  use  of  petroilers.  A  total

The  West  Midlands  Petroleum  Acts  Administration  Group  was 
formed  in  1959  with  the  following  objectives  : — 

1.  The  advancement  of  scientific  and  technical  knowledge 
required  in  the  execution  of  the  duties  of  a  Petroleum 
Officer. 

2.  The  supply  and  interchange  of  information  which  cannot 
at  present  be  obtained  nationally. 

3.  To  obtain,  so  far  as  is  practicable,  uniformity  in  the 
administration  of  the  Petroleum  Acts. 

Meetings  were  held  throughout  the  year  and  these  were  of 
great  benefit  to  all  concerned  with  the  administration  of  the 
Petroleum  Acts. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  six  vehicles  and  teams  were 
employed  on  refuse  collection  rounds  with  a  separate  vehicle  and 
team  used  for  relief  work,  trade  refuse  and  litter  collection.  From 
January  to  October,  29  complete  rounds  were  recorded,  making  the 
frequency  of  refuse  collection  an  average  of  once  in  10  calendar  days 
throughout  the  whole  of  the  district. 

A  work  study  assignment  was  commenced  in  August  with  the 
objects  of  designing  a  new  incentive  bonus  scheme  which  would  be 
to  the  benefit  of  both  the  public  cleansing  service  and  the  men  who 
carry  out  this  unpleasant  but  all  important  work.  This  new 
scheme  was  implemented  in  November  and  it  was  soon  evident  that 
a  weekly  refuse  collection  was  to  be  achieved  for  at  least  90%  of 
the  district,  whilst  the  remaining  remoter  parts  would  continue  to 
receive  the  10  calendar  day  frequency.  I  am  justly  proud  to  report 
the  achievement  of  a  weekly  refuse  collection  in  a  rural  area  of  this 
size,  and  all  credit  is  due  to  both  the  work  study  team  and  the 
workmen  themselves  for  this  achievement. 

Some  re-organisation  of  rounds  and  teams  was  necessitated  by 
the  new  scheme  and  as  a  result  7  regular  teams  were  engaged  on 
refuse  collection  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  policy  of  purchasing 
larger  carrying  capacity  vehicles,  which  has  been  pursued  over  the 
last  few  years,  is  now  proving  its  worth  and  should  be  continued. 

All  refuse  has  been  disposed  of  by  strictly  “controlled  tipping” 
methods  at  one  central  tip,  and  this  policy  of  centralised  tipping 
has  been  operated  successfully  for  4  years.  Although  this  tip  at 
Botterham  still  has  many  years  of  a\7ailable  tipping  space,  a  sandhole 
at  Seisdon  has  been  successfully  compulsorily  purchased  to  safe¬ 
guard  the  future  tipping  position. 

Cesspool  and  Pan  Closet  Emptying 

Two  vehicles  and  teams  were  employed  on  these  services. 
Pan  closets  continued  to  be  emptied  weekly  throughout  the  district. 
Cesspools  are  emptied  upon  request,  as  far  as  possible  in  fair 
rotation,  and  demands  for  this  service  continued  to  be  excessive, 
making  it  necessary  for  both  vehicles  to  work  a  fair  amount  of 
overtime. 

New  cesspools  were  only  permitted  in  un-sewered  areas  where 
the  nature  of  the  site  did  not  permit  the  installation  of  an  orthodox 
private  sewage  disposal  plant.  In  spite  of  this  policy  demands  for 
cesspool  emptying  cont  nued  to  rise.  Whilst  this  can  only  be 
expected  with  our  improvement  of  housing  standards  it  stresses 
the  need  for  the  provision  of  sewerage  schemes  before  development 
takes  place  instead  of  after  it.

During  the  year  496  man  days  were  lost  due  to  sickness.  This 
was  equivalent  to  operating  throughout  the  whole  year  with  two 
men  short. 

Incentive  Bonus  Scheme 

In  1956  a  simple  form  of  bonus  scheme  was  implemented,  based 
on  the  frequency  with  which  all  the  bins  in  the  district  were  emptied. 
This  scheme  had  been  successful  within  its  limited  objectives  but  it 
had  many  disadvantages,  mainly  in  that  it  gave  no  individual  team 
bonus  with  the  inevitable  result  that  the  bonus  was  geared  to  the 
slowest  team. 

The  men’s  demands  for  a  better  bonus  together  with  the 
demands  of  public  health  for  an  ever  improved  service  decided  the 
Council  to  engage  a  firm  of  Work  Study  Consultants  to  submit 
new  incentive  bonus  schemes  based  on  work  study  in  respect  of  all 
sections  of  the  cleansing  services.  The  work  study  team,  comprised 
of  the  Consultant,  a  Public  Health  Inspector  and  a  Workmen’s 
elected  representative,  carried  out  a  most  successful  yet  complicated 
assignment. 


Although  by  the  end  of  the  year  only  those  men  engaged  upon 
refuse  collection  had  been  applied  to  the  new  incentive  bonus 
scheme,  and  then  only  for  two  months,  it  was  already  evident  that 
the  men’s  bonus  earnings  had  been  doubled,  that  the  frequency  of 
collection  had  been  improved,  and  this  had  been  done  without 
increasing  the  cost  of  the  previous  method  of  working. 

Other  schemes  were  being  prepared  by  the  end  of  the  year  in 
respect  of  the  Foreman,  the  Tip  Attendant,  the  Cesspool  and  Pan 
Emptying  teams,  the  Garage  Mechanics  and  the  Rodent  Operative. 

Dustbin  Scheme 

The  Council  have  adopted  Section  75(3)  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  and  have  undertaken  to  supply  and  maintain  dustbins 
for  the  reception  of  house  refuse.  The  annual  charge  was  6/6d. 
per  bin. 

The  scheme  has  been  in  operation  since  1954  and  the  total 
number  of  bins  issued  at  the  end  of  1961  was  2,007.  The  time  is 
fast  approaching  when  consideration  must  be  given  to  the  issue  o 
dustbins  becoming  a  charge  on  the  General  Rate  Fund,  in  order  to 
overcome  the  increasing  amount  of  administrative  time  which  is 
being  spent  upon  the  recovery  of  a  separate  charge  of  6/6d.  each 
year  in  respect  of  each  bin. 

Salvage 

A  total  of  25  tons  17  cwts.  of  waste  paper  was  recovered  and 
baled,  and  this  produced  an  income  of  £215. 

Litter 

Although  measures  were  constantly  being  taken  in  support  of 
the  Anti  Litter  Campaigns,  results  were  still  most  disappointing. 
Many  anti-litter  signs  have  been  erected  throughout  the  district, 
there  were  some  150  litter  baskets  being  emptied  regularly,  but  still 
roadside  dumping  and  picnic  litter  continued  to  increase.  Ail  the 
commons  and  most  of  the  villages  continued  to  receive  a  regular 
litter  clearance.
